ANNUAL  REPORT,  1892, 


Gentlemen , 

I  leg  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  for  the  Year  ending  31st  December,  1892.  The  plan 
followed  in  compiling  the  Report  is  the  same  as  that  adopted  in  previous  years.  The  first 
portion  dealing  ivith  Sanitary  matters,  and  the  second  referring  chiefly  to  Public  Health,  including 
Vital  Statistics,  Diseases,  Mortality  cuid  Official  Tables. 

1.— SANITARY  MATTERS. 

The  attention  given  to  Sanitary  matters  during  the  year  has  been  constant  and  unceasing.  The 
number  of  visits  of  inspection  and  supervision  has  been  greater  than  during  any  previous  year,  and, 
although  there  has  not  been  any  single  work  of  magnitude  accomplished,  still  the  aggregate,  as  will 
be  seen  further  on,  amounts  to  a  very  respectable  total,  and  notwithstanding  the  frequent  occurence 
of  infectious  diseases,  they  have  been  promptly  checked,  and  prevented  from  assuming  an  epidemic 
form,  and  this  in  spite  of  the  severe  handicap  the  district  labours  under  from  the  want  of  Notification, 
Disinfecting  Apparatus,  or  Hospital. 

Isolation  and  Disinfection  are  carried  out  in  precisely  the  same  manner  as  described  in  my 
I)revious~reports.  It  is  therefore,  unncecessary  for  me  to  recapitulate  the  methods  here. 

Inspection  of  the  district  is  carried  out  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  and  myself,  either 
together  or  separately,  as  occasion  may  require.  In  those  visits  attention  is  given  to  all  matters  affect¬ 
ing  the  Public  Health,  and  also  what  relates  to  duties  under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes 
Act,  &c.  The  amount  of  woik  entailed  is  enormous,  and  cannot  be  adequately  carried  out  under 
existing  conditions  ;  but  so  far  as  these  conditions  permit,  the  work  has  been  done  to  the  best  of  our 
ability.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  inspections  during  the  year,  and  will  give  the  Authority 
some  idea  of  what  has  been  done  or  attempted. 

In  January. — Little  Petherick  was  visited  and  inspected.  St.  Issey,  where  the  water  was  found 
polluted  by  soakage  from  a  pigsty.  Fraddon,  where  new  houses  were  inspected.  Blue  Anchor. 
Summercourt.  Newlyn,  where  a  Pig  Nuisance  was  dealt  with.  Wadebridge,  where  notice  was 
served  to  abate  over-croAvding.  Brighton,  house  condemned  and  notice  to  owner.  St.  Wenn, 
where  neAV  houses  were  inspected.  Newlyn,  cleaning  and  clearing  drains.  St.  Eva).  Rosenannon 
and  Tregonetha. 

In  February. — St.  Enoder,  Newlyn,  St.  Columb  Minor,  Blue  Anchor,  Mountjoy  and  Quintrell  Downs 
were  visited  and  inspected.  At  Wadebridge  pail  closets  Avere  substituted  for  pit  ones.  St. 
Columb  Minor,  and  Trevarren,  the  seAvage  Avas  reported  to  be  a  nuisance  on  the  highway. 
A  thorough  inspection,  in  Avhich  the  parish  Guardians  took  part,  was  made  of  the  Village 
of  St.  Columb  Minor,  and  a  report  made  to  the  Sanitary  Authority,  recommending  drainage,  &c. 
Crantock  and  Cubert  AA^ere  inspected,  and  at  St.  ErA’an  a  case  of  over-croAvding  Avas  dealt  Avith. 

In  March. — St.  Eval  visited  and  drain  nuisance  abated,  at  DoAvn  Hill  a  case  of  over-croAvding  Avas 
dealt  with,  and  a  house  condemned  Avith  notice  to  OAAuier.  Blue  Anchor.  Brighton,  where  some 
more  houses  requiring  structural  alterations  Avere  reported  on.  Mountjoy.  Trevarren,  Avhere 
a  house  Avas  condemned  and  some  repairs  done.  Quintrell  DoAvns.  Trenance.  Trevelly,  where 
houses  Avere  condemned  and  owner  notified.  Wadebridge  visited  in  connection  Avith  defective 
drainage  at  “  Queens’  Head  ”  Inn.  MaAvgan.  St.  Columb  Minor.  Little  Petherick,  where 
the  drainage  Avas  on  thp  highAva^".  St.  Merryn,  Avhere  nuisances  Avere  abated.  Summercourt.  St. 
Enoder.  St.  Columb  Minor."'  Sf.  Eval.  St.  Issey.  Wadebridge,  “Queens’  Head”  drainage 
again,  and  a  case  of  over-erpAvding  ^leaff  ,Avith  and  notice  served.  Crantock.  Newlyn,  where 
some  drainage'  Avas  improved,  ' '  ' '  "  ‘ 

In  April. — St.  Columb  Minor  and  QuintrOll!;Do.AvnS  Avas  visited.  Wadebridge.  where  nuisances  Avere 
dealt  wdh.  Blue  Anchor.^  Summercourt.  Mitchell.  Newlyn.  West  Pentire.  Crantock,  where  the 
Avell  Avatt  reported' as  insufficiently  protected  from  sewage  contamination.  Penrose,  St.  Ervan, 
'  AAdiere  duCks  and  geese  had  free  accessTd’ Avell  (door  fixed  on  Avell).  St.  Eval.  Treburrick,  a 
nuisance  abated.  St.  Columb,  water  supply  began  to  fail  (April  12th).  St.  Ervan,  closets  at 
School  converted  into  pans  instead  of  pits.  St.  Merryn.  Trevone.  MaAvgan.  Blue  Anchor.  Wade¬ 
bridge,  Avater  polluted  by  defecti\"e  drains.  St.  Issey.  St.  Columb  Minor,  drain  improvements 
inspected.  MaAvgan,  houses  Avithout  closets,  OAvners  ordered  to  provide.  St.  Columb  Major, 
toAAui  pump  polluted  Avith  seAvage,  and  pails  kept  in  so  foul  a  condition  that  scavenger  is  unable 
to  handle  them. 

In  May. — St.  Ervan,  Trevemper  Bridge.  Kestle  Mill,  AAffiere  a  pig  nuisance  Avas  abatsd.  Mountjoy  school 
closets  in  a  filthy  state.  Board  written  to.  Wadebridge,  nuisances  abated.  St.  Columb,  cesspit 
near  toAvn  pump  filled.  Ciantock,  arrangements  made  to  protect  Avell.  Wadebridge  again 
visited  in  connection  Avith  drains.  St.  Issey.  St.  Columb  Minor,  nuisances  abated.  MaAvgan.  Blue 
Anchor.  Summercourt,  and  a  third  time  to  Wadebridge  about  the  drains. 

In  June — Rosenannon.  St.  Wenn.  Crantock,  well  and  drains  inspected.  St.  Issey,  nuisances  abated. 
Little  Petherick,  closets  erected  after  notice.  Demelza,  a  filthy  house  cleaned  after  notice.  Colan. 
St.  Columb  Minor,  paving  and  cementing  drains  completed.  St.  ErA'an.  PadstoAv.  Wadebridge, 
inspection  of  drainage  made  Avith  Guardians  St.  Breock,  closets  erected  after  notice  served.  St. 
Wenn.  St.  Columb,  defective  drains  seen  to.  St.  Issey,  drainage  fioAving  on  public  highway, 
causing  nuisance,  notice  serA'ed.  St.  Columb  Minor,  OA'er-crowding  case  dealt  Avith.  Trencreek, 
drains  a  nuisance.  .  ■ 


In  Jnly. — Crantock,  clothes  burnt  to  destroy  infection,  Gilbert,  drinking  water  deficient,  and  at  too 
great  a  distance  from  the  village.  Crantock,  drainage  rejiorted  on.  Blue  Anchor.  Brighton,  owner  of 
uninhabitable  house  again  notified.  Golan,  water  polluted  by  cattle.  Trevemper,  disinfection 
after  scarlet  fever.  Little  Petherick.  St,  Issey,  notices  to  erect  closets.  Crantock.  Gilbert,  steps  taken 
to  protect  well.  Padstow.  Little  Petherick.  St.  Columb  Minor.  Crantock.  Xeivlyn,  St.  Columb 
Major,  nuisances  abated.  St.  Breock,  nuisances  abated,  Wadebridge,  nuisances  on  Commissioners 
(puiy,  ordered  to  be  removed.  Blue  Anchor.  Penhale,  nuisances  abated.  Summei’court  closets  erected 
after  notice.  Chapeltown  cesspit  filled  in. 

In  August, — St.  Columb  Minor  visited  with  respect  to  more  drainage.  Wadebridge.  Little  Petherick.  St, 
Issey.  Newlyn  visited  in  respect  to  scarcity  of  water  repairing  pump  and  scarlet  fever  outbreak. 
Colan  well  protected.  St.  Columb  Minor.  Gilbert,  steps  taken  to  protect  well  from  catLe,  Crantock, 
well  protected  from  drainage.  St.  Issey,  house  to  house  inspection,  pails  substituted  for  pit  closets. 
Little  Petherick.  Sea  Mills.  Wadebridge,  nuisance  abated.  St.  Columb  Minor.  West  Pentire,  cattle 
fouling  the  well. 

In  SEPTEMiiER, — Gluvian,  well  protected  from  cattle.  Mawgan,  house  condemned.  St.  Columb,  pails  sub¬ 
stituted  for  pit  closets,  lamp  and  manholes  provided  for  drains.  Trevemper  Bridge.  Crantock. 
Gilbert,  a  nuisance  abated.  Padstow.  Trevone,  nuisance  abated  and  drains  ventilated.  St.  Merryn, 
a  closet  nuisance  remedied.  Wadebridge,  defective  drains  remedied.  Mawgan,  sewage  on  highway. 
Porth,  a  large  decomposing  fish  removed.  St.  Issey,  nuisance  abated.  Little  Petherick,  pails  sub¬ 
stituted  for  pit  closets.  St.  Columb  Major  nuisance  abated.  St.  Eval,  drain  nuisance  abated.  St. 
Merryn.  Treator,  a  drain  nuisance  abated.  Wadebridge,  nuisances  removed  and  pails  substituted 
for  pit  closets.  “  Queens  Head,”  Wadebridge,  the  drainage  of  which  is  still  a  nuisance.  Newlyn,  to 
disinfect  after  scarlet  fever,  Gilbert.  Crantock.  St.  Columb,  steps  taken  in  connection  with  Mr. 
Murray’s  complaint  to  Local  Government  Board.  Higher  Trevelly,  three  houses  condemned. 

In  October. — Treloy,  well  iiolluted  by  animals  and  pit  closets.  Wadebridge,  pails  ordered  to  be  sub¬ 
stituted  for  pit  closets.  (Query,  where  are  the  pails  to  be  emptied  ?).  Little  Petherick,  a  closet 
nuisance  dealt  with.  St.  Issey.  Padstow.  St.  Merryn,  scarcity  of  water.  St.  Ervan.  Brighton 
Mill,  nothing  yet  been  done  in  respect  of  condemned  houses.  Summercourt,  drainage  of  new  houses 
inspected,  drainage  flowing  on  highway,  and  school  closets  dirty  and  dilapidated.  St.  Eval,  a  drainage 
nuisance  dealt  with,  Wadebridge,  a  pig  nuisance  dealt  with.  St.  Columb  Major,  drainage  dealt  with. 
Trevemper,  house  condemned.  St.  Enoder,  house  condemned.  St.  Issey.  Summercourt,  drainage 
on  highway  and  accumulating  in  front  of  dwelling-houses.  Kestle  Mill.  Trencreek.  St.  Merryn, 
water  supply  run  short.  Padstow.  Mountjoy,  closets  still  of  the  pit  kind,  (See  last  year’s  report.) 
St.  Columb,  sewage  in  water  supply,  Tregurrian.  St.  Enoder,  dilapidated  dwelling,  owner  requested 
to  make  necessary  repairs. 

In  November. — Wadebridge.  St.  Wenn.  Shop  in  St.  Columb  Minor,  dip  well  fouled  by  dirty  dipjjers, 

nuisances  abated,  and  sewage  on  highway.  Mawgan,  Strongman’s  house  condemned.  Trevemper, 
Hill’s  house  again  condemned  and  reported  on,  but  cannot  get  anything  done.  Cubert,  over-crowdu;g 
dealt  with,  St,  Columb  Major,  the  refuse  heap  still  a  nuisance.  Cubert,  sewage,  on  highway.  Newlyii. 
Kestle  Mill.  Quintrell  Downs.  Wadebridge.  Brighton  Mill  again,  nothing  clone  beyond  some  cor¬ 
respondence  with  an  obstinate  owner.  St.  Ervan.  St.  Merryn,  Padstow.  Trevone,  notices  to 
jorovide  closets.  St.  Issey,  drains  on  highway.  St.  Columb  Minor,  choked  drains.  Crantock.  St. 
Columb  Major,  a  poultry  ^luisance  reported  on.  Little  Petherick.  St.  Ervan. 

In  December. — St.  Breock.  Little  Petherick.  St.  Issey.  Padstow.  St.  Ervan,  Newlyn,  where  some 

drain  improvements  were  made.  Mitchell.  Summercourt.  Blue  Anchor,  St.  Columb,  poultry 
nuisance  again  reported  on. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act. — The  incidence  of  the  work  under  this  act  bears  unduly  on 
the  Health  Officers,  and  in  my  opinion,  pertains  more  to  the  office  of  a  surveyor  than  a  medical  man.  To 
carrj"  out  the  act  efficiently  in  all  its  details  in  a  Rural  district,  would  entail  the  expenditure  of  an  enormous 
amount  of  time  and  labour,  and  would  require  an  expert.  Besides  the  Act  is  deficient  in  failing  to  define 
what  would  constitute  a  house  “  unfit  for  human  habitation.”  It  is  not  surprising,  therefore,  that  a  great 
deal  remains  to  be  done  in  connection  with  this  Act.  I  have  carried  out  its  provisions  to  the  best  of  my 
ability,  but  unless  the  powers  it  confers  are  exercised  with  discrimination  and  discretion,  great  hardship 
and  inconvenience  are  inflicted  on  occupiers  and  owners  alike,  and  the  evil  of  over-crowding  is  aggravated 
rather  than  lessened.  The  following  are  the  houses  dealt  with  during  the  year  : — At  Down  Hill,  a  house 
was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  notice  served  on  owner.  A  house  at  Trevarren  was 
condemned,with  the  result  that  some  slight  and  altogether  insufficient  improvements  were  made.  At  Brighton 
a  house  has  been  repeatedly  condemned  but  the  owner  being  obstinate,  nothing  has  yet  been  done  ;  I  hear 
that  a  new  house  is  to  be  built  next  year.  At  Trevelley,  three  houses  were  condemned,  and  at  Trevemper 
one  house  was  condemned  and  owner  notified.  At  Mawgan,  a  house  was  condemned,  but  the  owner,  who 
is  also  the  occujiier,  refuses  to  do  anything. 

Nuisances. — The  nuisances  which  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year  have  already  been  briefly 
referred  to  in  the  monthly  itinerary  given  above.  A  common  nuisance  is  the  state  of  the  closets.  In  the 
Rural  Districts  the  pits  are  being  gradually  converted  into  pan  closets,  but  in  the  towns  of  St.  Columb  and 
Wadebridge,  a  mixed  system  prevails,  some  houses  having  water  closets  and  others  having  pan  closets. 
This  latter  i^s  a  constant  source  of  nuisance  and  complaint.  In  my  opinion  they  ought  to  be  entirely 
abolished  in  towns,  and  the  more  cleanly  and  convenient  water  closet  substituted.  The  pan  closet  in  towns, 
even  at  is  best,  is  a  disgusting  and  filthy  arrangement,  and  should  not  be  tolerated  if  a  better  could  be  had. 
At  anyrate  two  systems  should  not  be  permitted,  as  only  leading  to  confusion  and  neglect. 

A  nuisance  often  complained  of  but  little  remedied,  is  due  to  the  custom  which  prevails  of  convert¬ 
ing  the  water  tables  of  the  Public  Highway  into  common  sewers.  This  has  been  reported  to  the  Sanitary 
Authority  again  and  again  during  the  months  of  February,  March,  June,  September,  October  and  November. 
As  little  notice  was  taken  of  these  reports,  in  December  I  made  a  formal  complaint  against  the  Highwaj^ 
Board  for  permitting  such  a  nuisance  to  exist  on  the  Highway.  I  was  greatly  surprised  to  observe  that 
the  only  comment  made  on  this  complaint  by  the  Sanitary  Authority,  consisted  of  “  Query,  where  ?”  I  can 
only  say  that  there  is  not  a  public  road  in  the  district  which  is  not  perverted  to  this  most  improper  use. 

Another  nuisance  which  is  an  habitual  and  customary  one,  is  the  construction  of  manure  heaps,  con¬ 
taining  decaying  and  malodourous  substances  of  various  kinds,  at  the  side  of  the  public  loadways,  between 
the  road  and  the  hedge.  I  have  complained  of  this  often,  but  with  little  or  no  effect. 


The  heap  of  town  refuse  at  St.  Columb,  was  again  this,  year  a  nuisance,  owing  to  its  site  being  with¬ 
in  a  few  yards  of  the  highway,  leading  to  the  Railway  Station.  In  March,  the  annual  horse  show  was  held 
in  the  field  containing  the  town  refuse.  The  material  had  been  pulverised  and  de|sicated  by  dry  winds, 
and  had  been  recently  spread  all  over  the  field.  During  the  show,  rags,  paper,  dust,  nightsoil,  ashes  and 
sweepings  of  all  kinds  were  blown  about  among  hundreds  of  people  who  had  congregated  in  the  field,  and 
infectious  disorders  \vere  present  in  St.  Columb  at  the  time.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  managers  of  the 
show  will  be  more  discreet  in  their  next  selection  of  a  field. 

Drain  nuisances  are  frequent  enough,  and  are  promptly  seen  to  by  the  Inspector.  The  drains  of  St. 
Columb  l\Iinor  leave  been  very  much  improved,  and  at  St.  Columb  Major  and  Wadebridge  an  extension  of 
the  i)reseac  drainage  is  contemplated,  and  I  trust  will  be  proceeded  with  shortly. 

OvERCROwmxG. — Has  been  dealt  with  at  St.  Ervan,  St.  Eval,  Wadebridge,  and  St.  Columb  Minor. 
I  can  add  but  little  to  what  I  have  written  in  last  years’  report  on  this  subject.  It  is  most  difficult,  aud  can 
only  be  adequately  dealt  with  in  connection  with  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act  as  already 
I’eferred  to. 

The  Pavements  of  St.  Columb  are  still  in  the  dangerous  and  disgraceful  condition  reported  last 
year.  The  subject  has  been  bandied  to  and  fro  between  the  Sanitary  Authority  and  the  Highway  Board. 
Both  refuse  to  acknowledge  any  responsibility.  I  commend  the  matter  now  to  the  attention  of  the  County 
Council,  in  the  full  expectation  that  nothing  will  be  done,  and  that  things  will  be  permitted  to  go  on  as 
before  from  bad  to  worse. 

The  ScAVEXGiyG. — Is  carried  out  as  reported  in  last  year’s  report.  At  Wadebridge  it  is  “  simply  a  name,” 
and  is  most  inefficient.  A  man  should  be  employed  to  devote  all  his  time  to  the  work  in  that  town.  The 
Scavenging  of  St.  Columb  Minor  is  somewhat  improved,  but  is  still  far  from  efficient.  At  St.  Columb 
Major  the  chief  difficulty  is  in  the  pan  system  of  closets,  which  are  often  in  such  a  state  that  the  Scavenger 
is  “  unable  to  handle  them.” 

Water. — The  last  subject  which  I  shall  refer  to  in  this  section  of  my  report  is  the  Water  question. 
The  Water  supply  throughout  the  district  is  chiefly  derived,  either  from  surface  wells,  running  surface 
streams,  or  from  deep  wells ;  and  these  last  are  generally  in  too  close  proximity  to  dwelling  houses  or  cattle 
houses.  The  Water  Supply  is  therefore,  a  constant  menace  to  the  public  health,  and  has  consequently 
required  fi-ecpient  attention,  and  been  the  subject  of  many  reports  to  your  Authority.  A  mere  mention  of 
the  names  of  the  places  where  the  water  was  found  defective,  either  in  quantity  or  in  quality,  or  in  both, 
will  show  that  almost  three-fourths  of  the  parishes  in  the  Union  have  had  cause  for  complaint  in  this  respect. 
Thus,  at  Craiitock  a  defective  drain  leaked  into  the  well,  f  nd,  at  St.  Ervan  ducks  and  geese  had  free  access 
to  the  well.  3rd,  at  St.  Columb  the  supply  from  the  leseiA  oir  began  to  fail  about  the  middle  of  April,  and 
the  water  famine  lasted  more  or  less  to  October.  Also  sewage  found  its  way  into  the  public  Avells.  4th,  at 
Wadebridge  a  well  was  polluted  by  sewage  from  private  drains.  5th,  at  Cubert  the  water  was  at  too  great  a 
distance  from  the  villagers,  and  was  fouled  by  cattle.  Gth,  the  Water  at  Colan  was  polluted  by  cattle.  7th, 
at  Newlyn  thei'e  was  scarcity  of  water.  8th,  at  St.  Issey,  the  villagers  complained  of  having  to  go  so  far  for 
water,  the  consequence  being  that  an  insufficient  quantity  for  cleanliness  and  health  is  used.  9th,  at  St.. 
Columb  Minor  a  well  Avas  polluted  by  pigs,  cattle,  geese,  <^c.  10th,  at  St.  Merryn,  the  water  was  insufficient, 
and  was  fouled  by  sewage  and  cattle.  11th,  at  St.  Enoder  a  Avell  was  dangerous  in  consequence  of  being 
placed  between  two  pit  closets. 

The  Water  question  in  St.  Columb,  Avhich  has  hitherto  been  a  perennial  grievance,  entered  this  year 
upon  an  acute  stage.  The  supply  for  the  town  began  to  fail  so  early  as  the  month  of  April,  and  as  the  sum¬ 
mer  advanced  there  was  the  usual  yearly  famine.  A  Town  Committee  had  been  formed,  and  many  schemes 
were  considered,  but  little  progress  made  until  the  month  of  December,  Avhen,  through  the  enterprise  and 
l)erseverance  of  ]\Ir.  Alfred  Julian,  and  the  liberality  of  a  private  gentleman*  Mr.  Masterton,  an  engineer  of 
Plymouth,  was  bi ought  down  to  survey  and  report.  The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  Mr.  Masterton’s 
report : — ■“  The  present  supply  is  by  an  open  ditch  for  the  greater  part  of  its  length.  The  water  in  this 
ditch  is  fouled  by  cattle  and  surface  drainage.  In  summer  it  is  practically  dry.  The  reservoir  is  in  a 
“  very  bad  state  of  repair,  and  the  waste  by  leakage  is  great.”  It  will  be  evident  therefore,  that  it  is  high 
time  something  was  done.  Mr.  Masterton  recommended  in  his  report  that  a  supply  of  water  from  Ruthers, 
which  was  pronounced  to  be  pure  and  of  sufficient  quantity,  be  brought  into  the  town.  The  Scheme  is  a 
gravitation  one.  The  distance  about  2^  miles,  and  the  estimated  cost  £1,100,  which  sum  it  is  proposed  to 
borrow,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government  Board.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  every  facility  will  be 
given  to  expedite  the  work. 

At  Wadebridge,  which  is  one  of  the  busiest  and  most  thriving  centres  in  this  district,  the  water 
question  became  also  an  acute  one.  A  public  meeting  was  convened,  and  an  influential  committee  formed 
for  the  purpose  of  selecting  a  deputation  to  confer  with  the  Sanitary  Authority,  and  represent  to  it  that  “  the 
])resent  supply  of  water  is  altogether  inadequate,  and  the  question  urgent,”  and  asking  the  Authority  “  to 
})rovide  such  a  supply  as  shall  be  good  and  thoroughly  efficient.”  The  Deputation  was  received  by  the 
Authoritv  in  December,  and  the  matter  is  now  under  consideration. 

2.— PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

The  Public  Health  of  the  district  during  the  past  year  has  been  good,  and  has  amply  maintained  the 
character  of  the  neighbourhood  for  healthiness,  and  justified  its  popularity  as  a  resort  for  invalids.  Any 
infectious  disorder  has,  thanks  to  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  medical  gentlemen,  had  prompt  and  early 
attention,  and  been  generally  confined  in  extent  and  area.  The  Death  Rqifi.  is  very  low,  being  only  14‘9 
per  1000,  as  compared  with  16‘59  per  1000  last  year.  This  is  the  lowest  death  rate  during  my  period  of 
office  (12  years),  if  the  disparity  in  previous  and  last  census  is  considered,  and  will  be  satisfactory  as  show¬ 
ing  a  sanitary  progress  not  indicated  in  the  first  part  of  this  report.  The  total  number  of  deaths  registered 
during  the  year  was  177.  Last  year  it  was  198,  The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  five  years  of  age 
was  4(),  as  compared  with  39  last  year  ;  giving  a  rate  per  KKXbf  3'8.  The  deaths  of  persons  over  GO  years 
of  age  were  G8,  as  compared  with  101  last  year  ;  and  the  deaths  from  Zymotic  disease  amounted  only  to  10, 
giving  the  very  small  rate  of  '8  per  1000. 

The  number  of  children  born  during  the  year  was  30G,  viz.  : — 158  boys,  and  148  girls.  This  would 
give  a  Birth  Rale  per  1000  of  2G’7,  as  compared  with  23‘29  per  1000  last  year. 

Zymotic  Diseases. — The  most  important  occurrence  of  Zymotic  Disease  during  the  past  year  was  an 
outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever,  which  occurred  in  that  part  of  the  district  of  which  Newquay  is  the  centre.  The 


disease  was  an  offshoot  from  a  wide-spread  epidemic  prevailing  in  Newquay.  So  far  as  I  could  discover 
thei-e  were  27  cases  traced  to  this  origin,  and  there  were  three  deaths.  Newquay  is  peculiarly  liable  to 
become  infected  with  contagious  disorders,  as  being  a  healthy  and  popular  watering  place  ;  convalescents 
flock  there  in  large  numbers,  and  often  before  the  infectious  period  of  their  illness  is  over,  and  thus  become 
centres  conveying  infection  to  others.  I  have  no  doubt  that  many  of  our  ei)idemics  are  traceable  to  this 
cause.  The  other  outbreaks  of  this  disease  were  unimportant,  and  were  practically  nipped  itr  the  bud.  A 
reference  to  the  accompanying  table  will  show  at  a  glance  their  locality,  extent,  and  steps  taken. 

Typhoid  Fever  is  accountable  for  one  death.  This  occurred  in  Newlyn,  and  the  case  was  supposed 
to  have  had  a  sporadic  origin.  There  was  also  one  case  of  typhoid  at  Wadebridge,  which  recovered.  The 
cause  here  was  a  foul  pit  closet.  In  St.  Columb  there  were  7  cases  of  typhoid,  occurring  intermittently 
throughout  the  summer  and  autumn.  The  cause  was  supposed  to  be  the  dreadful  state  of  the  drains,  due 
to  the  want  of  water,  and  consequent  insuflicient  flushing. 

The  only  other  outbreak  of  any  importance  Avas  an  epidemic  of  Whooping  Cough  in  the  St.  Breock 
neighbourhood.  It  appears  to  have  been  a  continuation  of  last  year’s  outbreak.  The  number  of  cases  mmm 
unknown,  but  the  deaths  numbered  4.  Isolation  was  the  chief  measure  employed. 

The  Influenza  occurs  in  the  returns  in  connection  Avith  4  deaths.  The  deaths  are  tabulated  under 
the  heading  Broncliitis,  &c.  I  do  not  by  any  means  think  that  that  is  all  Ave  have  to  lay  to  the  account  of 
this  insidious  disease.  ^_fear  very  much  that  the  sting  of  the  complaint  is  still  in  the  system  of  many,  and 
Avill  last  some  for  their  life-time.  I  am  constantly  hearing  patients  say  that  they  have  never  been  riglit 
since  they  had  the  Influenza. 

Cholera. — We  haA^e,  so  far,  been  spared  from  a  visitation  of  this  dreadful  scourge,  but  have  not  been 
unmindful  of  its  threateiiings.  A  report  Avas  sent  in  to  your  Board  respecting  the  possibility  of  its  A’isit ; 
and  a  stock  of  the  most  approved  disinfectant  obtained  in  readiness.  Of  much  more  importance,  however, 
Avas  the  increased  activity  in  inspection,  supervision,  scavenging,  and  protection  of  water  su])plies.  It  is 
surely  a  pity  to  mar  the  good  AA^ork  by  refusing  to  adopt  the  “  Notification  Act”.  With  respect  to  this  Act,  I 
must  say  that  if  it  is  of  as  much  importance  as  appears  to  be  placed  upon  it,  its  adoption  or  non-adoption 
should  not  be  a  A^oluntary  matter,  and  some  amount  of  blame  must  be  attached  to  the  framers  of  the  Act 
for  permitting  the  anomaly  to  exist. 

Caxcer, — I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  deaths  from  this  cause  have  diminished  to  8  as  compared  Avith  1  ;•> 
in  the  previous  year.  This  is  satisfactory,  and  I  trust  that  the  improvement  may  be  maintained.  As' 
regards  cause  I  can  oiily  say  that  my  knowledge  is  not  further  increased.  It  Avould,  therefore,  be  useless  to 
add  to  Avhat  I  have  already  said  on  the  subject.  The  latest  view  is  that  it  is  of  a  parasitic  nature. 

Vaccixatiox. — I  must  again  refer  to  the  difflculty  involved  in  carrying  out  efficient  vaccination.  This 
is  greatly  due  to  the  tardiness  of  the  Parliamentary  Committee  in  issuing  its  report.  A  great  many  parents 
are  at  present  between  two  minds,  and  are  awaiting  anxiously  an  authoritative  statement  from  the  Oommitteo  ■  ^ 
before  submitting  their  children  to  the  operation. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  have  to  express  my  indebtedness  to  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  District  for 
their  unfailing  courtesy  and  kindness  on  every  occasion  on  AAdiich  I  have  been  brought  in  contact  with  them 
They  haA^e  ahvays  shown  a  strong  desire  to  assist  me,  and  give  me  every  information  in  checking  preven- 
tible  disorders.  At  the  same  time  I  must  say  that  this  Board  does  not  treat  those  Officers  with  the  generosity 
and  graciousnoss  they  hive  a  right  to  expect  in  refusing  to  pay  a  very  trifling  fee  for  very  valuable  assistance, 
nor  myself  AAuth  justness  in  leaAung  me  at  a  disadvantage  as  regards  information  as  compared  with  neigh-  ■ 
bouring  Officers.

ANNUAL  REPORT,  1893. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1893.  The  Report  is  drawn  up  in  the  usual  way,  dealing  first  ivith  Sanitary  Matters,  and  secondly 
with  Public  Health,  including  Vital  Statistics,  Mo7dality  Tables,  and  Diseases  and  their  incidence. 


SANITARY  MATTERS. 

Inspection. — In  Sanitary  Matters  I  have  given  the  first  place,  as  indicating  its  importance,  to  Inspection. 
No  less  than  430  inspections  of  places  and  premises  have  taken  place  during  the  year,  and  the  results 
duly  reported  to  you.  Some  of  these  was  time  utterly  v/asted,  as  the  defects  complained  of  were 
left  unremedied;  but  many  had  valuable  results  in  removing  evils,  and  procuring  improved  Sanitary 
conveniences  for  the  community. 

The  following  are  the  chief  inspections  made  during  the  j^ear.  The  note  in  italics  showing  the 
results: — 

The  Nuisances  in  connection  with  the  “Queen’s  Head”  Inn,  Wadebridge,  were  inspected  and 
reported  on  to  you,  on  no  less  than  10  different  occasions.  They  were  described  as  “  enough  to  breed  a 
plague,”  “  a  sequence  of  cesspools,”  “  complained  of  for  3  years,”  &c.  At  last  I  condemned  the  place 
as  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  asked  for  a  closing  order,  and  succeeded  in  having  notices  served,  but 
for  some  (to  me)  inscrutable  reason  the  notices  were  recalled  at  your  next  meeting,  and  nothing  has  been 
done.  On  the  strength  of  this  report  I  intend  to  oppose  the  renewal  of  the  licence  of  this  house  at  next 
Brewster  Sessions. 

The  Typhoid  outbreak  at  St.  Issey  entailed  about  20  special  visits.  The  Parish  was  thoroughly 
inspected.  Nuisances  of  every  kind  w’ere  disinfected  and  removed.  Closets  were  overhauled,  and 
water  supplies  inspected  and  protected  from  pollution.  hnproved  Sanitary  Conditions  prevailed  for 
a  time. 

St.  Columb  Minor  was  repeatedly  inspected,  and  reported  on  with  a  view  to  improved  drainage;  its 
present  system  being  for  the  most  part,  the  County  Highways  leading  to  Newquay.  Nothing  of  any 
consequence  has  been  done. 

Edmonton  was  inspected  several  times  in  consequence  of  diphtheritic  sore  throat  there.  The  place 
was  thoroughly  cleansed  anid  disinfected,  and  suitable  Sanita.ry  accommodation  provided. 

Wadebridge  has  been  inspected  over  and  over  again,  and  its  drainage,  scavenging,  and  water  supply 
adversely  reported  upon.  Little  or  not}iit}g  has  been  done. 

St.  Columb  is  subject  to  frequent  inspection,  and  very  effective  attention  is  secured  to  any  com- 
pdaint  made  titrough  the  itistrurnentality  of  the  "Town  Committee. 

Isolation  and  Disinfection. — Isolation  and  Disinfection  are  carried  out  as  heretofore:  vigorously  so  far  as 
the  means  at  our  disposal  Avill  permit,  but  inefficiently  for  want  of  suitable  apparatus.  There  is  no 
Isolation  Hospital. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  for  premises  by  sulphur  fumes  and  subsequent  lime-washing.  Clothes 
and  refuse  are  disinfected  by  carbolic  acid.  There  u  no  disinfecting  apparatus. 

Nuisances — The  Nuisances  dealt  with  during  the  year  are  manifold.  The  pit  closets  are  a  perennial 
source  of  complaint,  and  are  referred  to  in  every  report.  They  should  all  (the  pit  closets  I  mean),  be 
abolished  and  the  pan  system  substituted. 

The  Public  Highways  are  still  used  as  common  sewers.  This  is  the  practice  throughout  the  dis¬ 
trict,  and  the  nuisances  arising  therefiom,  are  in  many  instances  very  offensive  as  well  as  dangerous.  In 
St.  Columb  Minor  I  actually  saw  the  blood  and  offal  from  a  recently  killed  pig  flowing  in  the  public 
street.  The  Highway  Authorities  have  been  repeatedly  requested  by  your  Authority  not  to  permit 
these  nuisances  to  exist,  but  they  exist  all  the  same.  The  roadway  at  Cubert  was  described  to  you  as 
being  a  “  continuation  of  fdthy  cesspools  due  to  house  drainage.”  That  is  a  description  which  applies  to 
many  other  public  roads  in  the  district. 

Wadebridge  contains  a  mass  of  accumulated  filth  and  refuse,  and  the  nuisance  in  connection  with 
the  “  Queen’s  Head  ”  is  an  intolerable  one.  But  nothing  is  done.  There  is  no  Scavenger  to  attend  to  these 
matters. 


Overcrowding. — Overcrowding  has  been  dealt  with  in  5  cases,  but  there  is  a  difficulty  in  securing  houses, 
at  a  rent  they  can  pay,  for  large  families  of  poor  people.  The  consequence  is  that  this  evil  is 
not  as  efficiently  dealt  with  as  it  might  be. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes. — In  this  connection  I  must  reiterate  what  I  said  in  my  last  report 
(which  see).  The  number  of  new  houses  suitable  for  the  working  classes  which  were  built  during 
the  year  was  21.  The  number  of  such  houses  is  gradually  increasing,  but  a  long  period  must  elapse 
before  any  marked  change  can  be  observed.  5  houses  were  condemned  during  the  year  as  being 
unfit  for  human  habitation. 

Scavenging. — The  Scavenging  of  the  district  is  carried  out  with  fair  efficiency,  except  at  Wadebridge, 
where  it  is  simply  nil.  It  has  been  frequently  complained  of  to  you,  but  nothing  has  been  done. 

Water  Supply. — The  Water  Supply  of  the  district  is  our  constant  anxiety.  It  remains  much  the  same  as 
last  year.  St.  Columb  is  still  without  its  supply  of  pure  water,  although  at  last  the  work  is  being 
pushed  on  rapidly,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  successfully.  Wadebridge  is  in  even  a  worse  plight  than  St. 
Columb,  because  there  they  are  doing  nothing  to  procure  an  efficient  supply  of  water. 

The  year  has  been  as  you  are  aware,  an  exceptionally  dry  one,  and  as  a  result,  great  privation  and 
inconvenience  were  experienced  throughout  the  district  from  the  want  of  a  sufficient  supply  of  Avater. 
At  Cubert,  a  hamlet  of  11  houses,  the  inhabitants  had  to  go  a  quarter  of  a  mile,  along  a  very  rough  and 
rugged  road  to  fetch  water,  and  at  St.  Wenn  the  School  children,  numbering  70  or  80,  had  to  go  down  a 
steep  hill  of  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  mile  for  drinking  water.  These  are  instances  out  of  many  of  the  diffi¬ 
culties  which  are  met  with  in  connection  with  the  water  question. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

The  Public  Health  during  the  past  year  has  again  been  good,  though  it  does  not  display  the  excep¬ 
tionally  low  death  rate  obtained  last  year.  There  have  been  193  deaths  during  the  year,  as  compared  with 
177  for  the  previous  year.  82  persons  died  over  65  years  of  age,  and  39  infants  died  under  5  years  of  age. 
The  death  rate  among  infants  per  1000  is  therefore  3’2  as  compared  with  3'8  last  year.  A  very  satisfactory 
diminution. 

Death  Rate. — The  Death  Rate  for  the  whole  district  at  all  ages  is  16’308  per  1000,  as  compared  with  14'9 
last  year.  This  is  accounted  for  to  a  great  extent,  by  the  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
Zymotic  diseases.  The  number  of  deaths  from  this  last-named  cause  vras  exactly  double  that  of  the 
previous  year,  viz.  20  ;  giving  a  death  rate  per  1000  per  annum  of  1’6.  This  is  not  a  very  high  death 
rate,  and  will  compare  favourably  with  most  other  places,  but  nevertheless,  as  diseases  of  this  class 
are  for  the  most  part  “  preventable  ”  (so  called),  I  think  that  eventually  there  may  be  a  considerable 
improvement  under  this  heading. 

Uncertified  Deaths. — Of  the  total  number  of  deaths,  24  were  uncertified  by  medical  men,  or  about  124 
per  1000. 

The  number  of  children  born  during  the  year  was  290,  viz.  : — 143  boys,  and  147  girls.  The  birth 
rate  per  1000  is  therefore,  24-5,  as  compared  with  26’7  last  year. 

DISEASES  OCCURRING  DURING  THE  YEAR. 


Typhoid. — The  chief  outbreak  of  Zymotic  disease  during  the  past  year  Avas  the  epidemic  of  Typhoid  fever 
Avhich  prevailed  in  St.  Issey  during  the  months  of  July,  August  and  September.  A  special  report 
was  submitted  to  you  on  the  matter,  and  full  details  will  be  found  therein  and  need  not  be  repeated 
here. 


Cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  also  occurred  in  the  following  places.  They  Avere  promptly  visited,  and 
every  precaution  taken,  and  consequently  they  did  not  assume  an  epidemic  form.

Diphtheria. — The  next  preventible  disease  Avhich  accounts  for  the  largest  number  of  deaths  is  diphtheria. 
The  deaths  are  only  three  hoAvever.  One  occurred  in  each  sub-district.  The  folloAving  is  the  number 
of  cases  with  the  respective  locality  in  which  they  occurred.

Scarlet  Fever. — There  have  been  23  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  district  during  the  year.  Of  these  2 
died,  both  in  NeAvlyn.  The  most  serious  outbreak  was  the  NeAvlyn  one,  where  there  Avere  13  cases. 
The  other  places  Avhere  the  disease  appeared  were 

St.  Columb,  4  cases  Mawgan,  2  cases 

St.  Columb  Minor,  2  cases  St.  Enoder,  2  cases. 


Measles. — An  epidemic  of  Measles  occurred  in  St.  Columb  Minor.  There  Avere  upwards  of  50  cases,  all 
of  the  mildest  type,  and  happily  there  were  no  deaths.  Of  the  other  outbreaks  of  this  disease  there 
occurred  in 


Cubert,  16  cases 
Crantock,  4  cases 


St.  Issey  4  cases 


The  other  outbreaks  of  Zymotic  disease  were  comparatively  unimportant,  except  the  Influenza.  In 
the  month  of  March  we  had  a  mild  outbreak  of  this  disease  which  soon  vanished,  only  to  recur  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  in  a  much  more  virulent  form.  The  number  of  deaths  cannot  be  accurately  ascer¬ 
tained,  as  they  are  classified  under  the  heading  of  Pneumonia,  Bronchitis,  or  some  other  name.  But 
there  are  at  least  half  a  dozen  deaths  due  to  this  cause,  and  I  think  there  must  have  been  300  or  400  cases. 


Cholera. — Nothing  has  been  done  to  add  to  our  preparedness  for  Cholera,  beyond  what  has  been  described 
in  my  last  year’s  report,  except  an  increased  activity  in  inspections,  cleansing,  and  removal  of 
nuisances. 


Cancer. — The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  has  again  increased.  This  year  it  is  13  as  compared  with  8 
last  year.  It  is  singular  and  unaccountable  that  the  St.  Columb  sub-district  should  always  have  the 
largest  proportion  of  deaths  from  this  cause.  11  deaths  occurred  in  St.  Columb,  as  compared  with  1 
in  Padstow,  and  1  in  Newlyn. 

Starvati  )N. — There  were  2  deaths  from  that  saddest  of  all  causes,  starvation.  An  inquest  was  held  in  both 
cases,  but  it  does  not  appear  that  there  was  any  blame  attached  to  any  one.  At  any  rate  there  was 
no  one  punished.  ! 

Vaccination. — The  Vaccination  question  is  still  in  the  unsettled  state  commented  upon  in  previous  reports. 

In  conclusion  I  beg  to  reiterate  the  following  matters  which  have  come  up  before  you  in  previous 
reports,  but  which  are  still  unattended  to. 

1.  The  Scavenging,  Drainage  and  Water  Supply  of  Wadebridge. 

2.  The  Public  Highways  converted  into  Common  Sewers. 

3.  The  Water  Supply  in  various  places  insufficient  and  impure. 

4.  The  total  abolition  of  Pit  Closets. 

5.  No  Hospital  for  Infections  disorders. 

G.  No  Disinfecting  Apparatus. 

7.  The  Street  Pavements  of  St.  Columb  still  dangerous  and  disgraceful. 

8.  The  Acts  of  Parliament  designed  to  improve  the  Public  Health,  but  dependant  on  voluntary  adop¬ 

tion  are  still  not  in  force  in  your  district.
